PIRATICAT. A LTACK,

We hear of another piratical raid in the im- 
mediate vicinity of this colony, which took place 
late on sunday night and early on Monday mor- 
ning of the a8th and 2oth ult. Just outside the 
Ly-ce-moon Pass in Chinese territory lies the 
age of Cheung-Kwan-O, Late on the Sunday 
evening above-named a gang of pirates number- 
ing between go and 50 made a desperate attack 
on the Village, which they intended to plunder. 
The villagers made a stout resistance, firg-arms 
being freely used on both sides, and in the, mille 
one of the villagers was shot dead, and six are 
reported to have been’ wounded, some of them 
severcly. In spite of an obstinate defence, the 
attacking party. managed to plunder two or three 
shops, and stceeeded in gelting clear off 
with booty,.in the shape of goods and imoncy, 
to the value’ of about $800, to a large three- 
masted Chinese craft which had lain to close to 
the villags, On getting on board they put out to 
sea by the Ly-ce-moon Pass. We Icarn that the 
occurrence has been reported to the Chinese 
Authorities at Canton, and that His Excellency 
the Viceroy has despatched several of the cruisers 
in search of the pirates. ‘

The fferfi’s st. Petersburg spegial sayss—The 
Russian expedition to’ the mouth, of the Lena 
River, organized by the Imperial Society of Gea ' 
graphy, which left st. Petersburg on the 28th of 
December, will pass a year on the coasts of the 
frozen ocean, In sending this expedition, the 
Society fulfils an obligation contracted toward the 
International Polar Commission, ‘The following 
Statey will take part in the enterprise Austria; 
one station atJan Mayen Island, England; one 
station at Fort simpson, Germany ; two stations 
—one on the Gulf of Gvorgia; the other at a 
pice not yet decided upon in the region of the 
North Pole; Denmark; one station on the wes- « 
tern Const of Greenland; Norway, one station’at 
Altengaard, in the, Province of Finmark; Russia 
one station ‘at the mouth of the Lena; the United 
States; two stations—one at Point Barrow, on the 
cast of Behring strdits; the other at Lady Fran- 
Klin Bay, Greentand—the latter being already in 
operation; France, one station at Apitichem. 
There are nine other stations in the Arctic re- 
gions, and two in the Antarctic regions. There 
48 every reason to believe that there will be ane, ' 
oreyen two additional Arctic stations. These 
miay swell the4ist of persons engayed to over 200, 
all taking active part in this, enterprise, which 
will cost, altogether, upward of a million roubles.
